newspaper men and remarked; 
“ You may recall that I said fraz­ 
zled. 
Y'ou may quote me on that.”

Roosevelt received 567 and Vice Pres­ 
ident Sherman received 445. 
In his speech as temporary chair­ 
man Colonel Roosevelt spoke feeling­ 
ly of whai President Taft had accom­ 
plished in his administration, saying 
tfiat 
the laws 
passed reflect 
high 
credit upon all who succeeded in put­ 
ting them in til* ir present shape. 
The spectators ami many of 
the 
delegates warmly applauded the dec­ 
laration of Colonel Roosevelt for a 
direct primary plank. 
Colonel Roosevelt bitterly assailed 
the "bosses." declaring that the differ­ 
ence between a boss and a leader is 
that the leader leads and the boss 
drives. 


Roosevelt W ild ly Applauded. 


Thunders of applause greeted the 
colonel as he was escorted to the 
speakers’ stand 
by 
Vice 
President 
Sherman and Cornelius V. Collins and 
it was some time before he could pro­ 
ceed with his speech 
Thanking the 
delegates for the honor that they had 
conferred on him the colonel caused 
the greatest enthusiasm when he said, 
"Y'ou shall not 
have cause now or 
hereafter to regret what you 
have 
done.” 
It was a day of bitter and acrimoni­ 
ous speech. 
W ith the ope.*ning of the 
convention State Chairman Woodruff 
defined the position of the old guard 
and announced that Vice President 
Sherman had been selected for tempo­ 
rary chairman by the state commit­ 
tee. 
And then the real fight was on. 
Colonel Abraham Gruber of New 
York city had been selected to fire 
the verbal hot shot for the old guard, 
and his speech attacking the form r 
president 
was 
often 
broke n 
and 
drowned by hisses and jeers. 
There 
were cheers for the 
vie** 
president, but when Joseph Hicks of 
Nassau nominated Colonel Roosevelt 
the convention broke into a storm of 
cheers. 
The convention had been well pre 
pared for the outcome of the contest 
for 
temporary 
chairman. 
William 
Harnes, Jr., leader of the old guard 
forces, had early in the day conceded 
the election of Roosevelt. 
The victory of Colonel Roosevelt in 
the first counting of noses did not ap­ 
pear to dishearten the members of the 
old guard, for they continued their 
fight on the convention floor when the 
progressives 
submitted 
resolutions 
whereby the committees should be 
made by representatives from each 
congressional district, the members to 
be named by the temporary chairman. 


Opposed by Wadsworth. 


Seeing that this gave absolute pow­ 
er 
to 
Colonel 
Roosevelt, 
Speaker 
Wadsworth of the assembly strongly 
opposed the resolutions. 
He took the 
position that each congressional dis­ 
trict should name its own member, as 
had been done in previous Republican 
committees for many years. 
The pro­ 
gressives, however, were in the as­ 
cendancy 
and 
the 
resolutions 
as 
drafted by friends of Mr. Roosevelt 
were carried. 
The makeup of the committee on 
resolutions, which was to thresh over 
the important direct primary plank, 
caused Colonel Roosevelt to hold up 
the convention until he could go over 
the names 
before 
him.

New York to the speakers’ stand and, 
after striking out three of the names 
submitted, announced the resolutions 
committee, among whom were W ill­ 
iam Earnes, Jr., Speaker James W. 
Wadsworth of the assembly, George

the recently defeated 
primary bill; 
f r' her Mayor Seth Low of New York.

Speech W ell Received. 


Mr. Gray then delivered his speech, 
which he had prepared with care and 
read from manuscript. 
It was well 
received. 
By far the most prolonged 
and vigorous applause of the evening 
followed his declaration. “ I stand for 
county option.” 
Mr. Gray said that real progressive 
government started when John Lind 
became governor and was continued 
by Johnson. 
Mr. Gray outlined his platform as 
follows: 
t’ondemned the Payne-Aldrich tar­ 
iff bill and criticised the tariff com­ 
mission. 
Urged direct vote for United States 
senators and advocated the initiative 
and referendum. 
Promised that if elected 
he will 
recommend 
to 
the 
legislature 
the 
passage of a county option law. 
Favored 
extension 
of direct 
pri­ 
mary to state officers, but would al­ 
low conventions to recommend candi­ 
dates. 
Discussed Otis decision in rate cases 
and promised, if elected, to do every­ 
thing possible to protect the people. 
Stands 
for 
reapportionment, 
one 
mill tax for good roads, a larger agri­ 
cultural school and agricultural edu­ 
cation in the rural schools. 
Said majority party has failed to 
I nserve and recommended a depart 
ment to care for state’s lands.

STEVENS TALKS WITH TAFT 


Tells the President Progressive Move­ 
ment W ill Spread. 


Washington, Sept. 28.— After a long 
conference with President Taft, dur­ 
ing which ixditical conditions were 
canvassed at great length, Represen­ 
tative Frederick C. Stevens of St. Paul 
made a statement in which he declared 
the progressive movement was bound 
to 
go 
forward 
with 
undiminished 
sjH*ed, 
and 
ultimately 
progressive 
thought and politics would dominate 
the Republican party. 
Mr. Stevens in 
timated also the party was face tx 
face with a general reorganization 
The St. Paul member said it to be his 
belief that the party under the leader 
ship of President Taft and Colonel 
Roosevelt, would, if intrusted with the 
responsibility of legislation Id the new 
congress, 
enact 
many 
progressive 
measures along 
lines 
set 
forth in 
speeches of Taft and Roosevelt. 
W hile Representative Stevens de­ 
clined to indicate what comment the 
president made on his observations, 
which were as paraphrased above, it 
is known that Mr. Taft is fully alive 
to conditions in the West, and that he 
will take occasion in the near future 
to set forth with precision his attitude 
toward progressive Laders and pro­ 
posed progressive legislation.
